1. These Regulations may be called the Life Insurance 
Corporation (Amendment) Regulations, 1976. 

2. In the Life Insurance Corporation Regulations, 1959 —

(ill) Rs. 30 per day all inclusive where he 
stays in a place other than a hotel : 

Provided that where a member stays In a hotel, 
the maximum amount per day under sub-clause 
(i) or sub-clause (ii) shall not exceed Rs. 150 
per day.”
